WHAT PRICE DOLLAR7 


August took another smal nip out of the 


dollar when living costs went up a fraction 


of a cent far the twelfth month in a raw. 


How many cents are there now in the dollar? 


It all depends on w here you start. 
A familiar 


starting place is 1939. 
If the dollar w a s IOO 


cents, it is 49.1 cents today and down a little 


over a tenth o( a cent since July—2.1 cents 


since the hrst of the year. 


But in 1939, w ar an d the threat of w ar w as 


just bringing us out of the great depression. 


That was th e yen’- Hitler s Germany invaded 


Po; cmd. starting th e seco n d -World War. 


T h e Labor D epartm ent's Bureau o* Labor 


Statistics figures the consumer price index in 


terms of 1947-4’ a v e rag e—the relatively stable 


eriod just before the Korean war. 


On the price index, commodities which cost 


IOO cents in that period now cost 121 cents. 


If the 1947-49 dollar contained IOO cents of pur­ 


chasing power, it should now be rated at 


82,6 cents. 


Anyway you figure it, the value of the dollar 


has gone down steadily in this generation or, 


to put it another w ay, the cost of living has 


gone steadily up, with the gradual increase 


continuing. 


The increase in living cost bears most heavi­ 


ly and most unjustly on those with fixed in­ 


com es—elderly, retired citizens, for instance, 


depending on savings, insurance ayrnents or 


social security. 


But the trend is ultimately ominous to every­ 


one since it reflects upon the integrity of the 


dollar, tneidnig to weaken the confidence in
